roads on the Whitaker square root 
area apportionment plan, to be fin- 


ally passed on today. 
After working until after midnight 


the committee had taken up 18 of 
the 37 sections of the bill, and in the 
18 none of the widely-disputed ques- 
tions was involved. 

The Ralph bill definition of a 
hard-surfaced road was changed to 
exclude the statement that “an earth 
road shall not be considered a hard- 
surfaced road.’ This will not mate- 
rially affect the bill, in the opinion 
of the hard road men, because the 
remainder of the definition, describ- 
ing a hard-surfaced road as a road 
built of gravel, macadam or other 
suitable material approved by the 
commission, was permitted to stand. 

Salaries Discussed. 

One of the principal questions 
taken up last night was that of sa!- 
aries of members of the commission 
and of employes. Terms were fixed 
at four years each, to expire at a 
different time. Members would be 
paid $2400 a year instead of $1000, 
as fixed by the subcommittee, or $10 
a day as fixed tn the Ralph bill. 

The committee voted to limit the 
salary of the chief engineer to $5000 
“a year. This is one point on which 
the Senate and House will split, the 
Senate insisting upon Ralph's idea 
that to enable the commission to ob- 
tain a high type of engineer, the 
fixing of the salary shall be left to 
the commission. 

The salary of the first assistant 
engineer was fixed at $2600, salaries 
of other engineers at $3000 and of 
clerks and other employes at not 
more than $1500 a year. 

As reported by the subcommittee 
the bill contains the Whitaker-Mor- 
gan scheme for a $300,000 minimum 
for each county, and for an appor- 
tionment of $45,000,000 of the bond

A farmer near Hopkins, Mo., has eight bul! snakes 
on his farm from six to eight feet long that are as 
kind as kittens. If you should kill one of them he 
would prosecute you the same as if you should kill a 
horse or cow, the snakes being a wonderful help in 
ridding the place of rats, mice, bugs and worms. When 
the army worms were bad a year or two ago, these 
snakes would follow the corn rows and hunt for the 
worms the same as cats hunt for mice, and got a lot of 
them.
